What’s New at Shanna Schmidt Numismatics Inc. 


Hello to all! I’ve noticed that my newsletters have become more monthly now than 
weekly. Of course this will change based on the level of activity. More auctions equal 
more frequent newsletters. I want to inform you on worthwhile sales and not 
necessarily every auction. As you might have noted by just checking out Sixbid or 
Numisbids, the quantity of auctions has increased dramatically. Unfortunately that does 
not coincide with more material out there. I’ve noticed some excellent new auctions but 
with them come higher than normal buyer’s premiums and less communicative auction 
houses. While I welcome new players into our market (it is always good to have 
competition), I also warn against bidding on anything that you come across. There are 
usually unnecessary pitfalls like novice auction houses not properly understanding 
importation laws in the U.S. to lack of customer service. 


There is also a nice convention coming up that some may not be aware. See below for 
more details. 


First a quick word about the New York International: 


If you attended the NY International this past January you would have noticed that I 
wasn’t in attendance. Unfortunately I was not Covid negative until after most of the 
auctions were well underway and getting out there would have greatly impaired my 
ability to bid. I made a choice in the end to forgo the show. It was a tough decision since 
I was so looking forward to seeing friends and colleagues that I haven’t in two years. 
The good news is that the show was on all accounts very successful. I also worked hard 
to integrate the ANA, where I am a board governor, into the framework of the NY 
International, as well as the affiliation with the ANS. This was somewhat affected by the 
onslaught of Covid cases but we have re-established the old relationship and I think 
moving forward we will continue to see the ANA in attendance at the NY International. 


I also want to make a mention of my ex-board colleague and friend, Muriel Eymery. 
Muriel lost a very short battle with cancer during the NY International. She and I worked 
together in our last term to bring more awareness of ancient and world collectors and 
dealers to the ANA which is so U.S. coin centric. Without her strong support the ANA/NY 
International/ANS relationship wouldn’t have come to fruition. I will miss her 
friendship but more importantly the coin world has lost a great female leader. There are

The biggest coin auctions have taken place in January to be sure but there are several 
notable sales coming. Here are some below: 


Gerhard Hirsch Nachfolger, Auction 371-373 (9-11 February) 


The female owned Hirsch auction house is putting on their 371-373 sales. Catalogs 371 
and 372 will be of most interest to my customers. Catalog 371 is not a singular consignor 
but does have mainly pedigreed coins. There are no extreme rarities but the catalog is 
filled with pleasant and affordable (in my opinion) material. The cover coin is a nice 
double sestertius of Trajan Decius (lot 1405). I find Hirsch sales to be mostly reasonable 
with hammer prices. Catalog 372 is their special consignment of mainly gold roman 
aureii. Pedigrees abound and the collector purchased in many notable sales. There are 
some rarities within the catalog that can be found. At the end of the catalog is a nice 
section of German modern (1700’s and forward) gold. I expect this sale to get a little 
more attention. The sale catalog 373 is strictly modern German and world coinage. 


Naville 71 (13 February) 


Naville will have their 71st auction on February 13 with 643 lots. The Naville sales are 
typically lower end material but they have had an abundance of Alexandrian coins from 
the Dattari collection as well as coins from the E.E. Clain-Stefanelli Collection. I think I 
can safely assume now after several years that the sale of these collections is near 
completion. This sale has some decent mid level material and sometimes a shining star 
or two from a previously held NAC auction. This is the “little sister” of NAC and is 
responsible for selling the coins that aren’t at the level of being in a NAC live sale. Not 
always the case of course but generally so. 


Goldberg Auction 126 (15 February and Pre-Long Beach Show) 


Goldberg’s has their usual auction held right before the February Long Beach Show. 
This sale has 736 ancient and world coins/currency. The largest areas covered in this 
sale is ancient Judaean (90 lots ) and World Gold Crowns (320 lots). 


Aureo & Calicé (16 February) 


The Spanish auction house Aureo & Calico has an internet only (but live bidding 
available) on February 16. There are 1,137 lots in the sale but less than 200 ancient coins. 
I’ve found in the past that A&C has some great ancient Roman Spanish and Roman 
Republican coins available. This sale has mainly collector type coins in the sale so 
affordability will be there especially if you are looking for Spanish mint coins both 
ancient and modern. 


Upcoming Trade Show: ANA National Money Show (Colorado Springs, CO) (10-12 
March) 


Iam very excited to announce that the ANA will host this year’s NMS in their home city 
of Colorado Springs, CO. In fact, there are many events that will include staff from the 
ANA, as well as field trips over to the headquarters which includes the ANA Museum and 
Library.

Caracalla. 198-217 AD. Rome, Struck c. 198/99 AD. 

AV Aureus, 7.27g (19mm, 6h). IMP CAES M AVR ANTONINVS AVG, laureate, draped, and 
cuirassed bust right / IVVEN TA IMPERII, Caracalla standing left, holding Victory ona 
globe in extended right hand, reversed spear in left; to left, captive seated left. 


References: RIC IV 20 (same obv. die as illustration [Montagu 506]). Calico 2684 (same obv. 
die as illustration); BMCRE 115 note; Biaggi 1177 (same obv. die) 


Grade: Lustrous bold surfaces with sharp strike. A few very minor marks. Rare and EF

Buy Coin 


This coin was struck virtually at the beginning of Caracalla’s joint reign with his father 
Septimius Severus. The use of IMP on the legend coincides with Septimius Severus’ use 
of IMP XI. Severus had successfully captured the city of Ctesiphon in Mesopotamia. This 
was the seat of power for the Parthians. The series shows the young victorious emperor, 
Caracalla, with Victory. Father and son shared in the success at Ctesiphon. This coin also 
suggests that the Empire was secure and successful with a succession fully in place.
